It Is doubtful If so protracted 
aud obstinate a struggle was ever 
fought out to a conclusion with less of 
wilful cruelty. It Is characteristic of 
brave soldiers that they learn respect 
for each other from the experiences of 
battle; aud after the bitterness of this 
long struggle has passed, there will 
abide on either side this sentiment of 
respect to temper and ameliorate fu¬ 
ture relations. It is highly important 
that this should be so, for the British 
nnd Dutch must live together lu South 
Africa, aud must together work out tbe 
problems of civilization. It would be 
a calamity If the work were long in¬ 
terrupted by the perpetuation of old 
animosities, whether of race or politics. 
In money and In men tbe price which 
Great Britain has had to pay for her 
new acquisitions In South Africa is 
prodigious. A recent parliamentary 
paper put the total money cost, allow¬ 
ing for the continuance of the war until 
next March, at more than eleven hun¬ 
dred million dollars. The mind does 
not easily grasp such figures, but some 
idea of their meaning may be obtained 
when it is remembered that this sum 
exceeds the enormous indemnity which 
Germany exacted from France, out of 
which she paid the whole cost of the 
war of 1870 - 71 , and had several hun¬ 
dred millions left for pensions, fort¬ 
resses and railways. But the appalling 
loss of life, the thousands of desolated 
homes in the British Isles, and the still 
more distressing calamities that have 
fallen upon the brave nud enduring 
Boers—these things make the heart 
sick at the thought of the cost of war. 
and constitute the strongest possible 
argument for peace.

“Premonitions of death are often 
scouted at,” said a well-known Wash¬ 
ington newspaper man, “Injt there are 
occasionally authentic instances aris¬ 
ing which raise doubts as to whether 
there may not be, after all, some sort 
of Indefinable spiritual phenomena in 
the incidents. 

“It may he recalled that a well- 
known chief of division in one of the 
departments, in apparent perfect 
health on the last day he appeared at 
the office, died recently of apoplexy on 
that night. I have since learned that 
on the evening in question, shortly be¬ 
fore he retired, a large dog in his 
household set up such a prolonged and 
dismal howling hi liis yard that lie 
went out with a revolver, under the 
supposition that there might be li - 
traders prowling algiut. alt hough the 
dog howled and did not liark.

Volcanic Dust. 

The Barhadoes Agricultural Reporter 
lias sent to this office a specimen of the 
volcanic dust which fell on that island 
on May 7, S and 9. “Borne from St. 
Vincent,” it says, "in the upper strata 
of the air, and there suspended, tills 
stuff obscured (he sunlight, and pro¬ 
duced the phenomenon of darkness. In 
color and consistency it resembles Port¬ 
land cement.” It quotes the following 
description of the dust by W. G. Free- 
man of the local department of agricul¬ 
ture: - 

“From the calculated results of a 
series of observations made in Strath¬ 
clyde on the full of volcanic ‘ash,’ it 
would seem that, at a low estimate, 
about thirteen ounces fell per square 
foot between the hours of 5 p. m. on 
Wednesday and 5 a. m. on Thursday. 
This, perhaps, may not appear a large 
amount; but look at it from another 
point of view. Thirteen ounces per 
square foot means 117 ounces pee 
; square yard, or, to express it in famil- 
, lar terms ln an agricultural community, 
no less than 19.2 tons per acre. 

“Leaving for the while minor units, 
such ns acres, we find that 19,240 tons 
of volcanic ‘ash’ were rained onto every 
; square mile of tills Island during the 
. last twelve hours of darkness. Suppos- 
j ing the fall to have been approximately 
equal lu depth over the whole Island, 
the almost Incredible amount of 1,699,-

As a result, the Northwest soon be¬ 
came a creditor section and Eastern 
investors were obliged to look else¬ 
where for mortgagers. As an indica¬ 
tion of this change, tbe rate of inter¬ 
est. which fifteen years ago was S and 
10 per cent on the best farms in the 
Mississippi Valley, is to-day as low 
as 3b, per cent on the banks of tlie 
Missouri.

Treatment of Corn Smut. 

The illustration shows the effect of 
the corn smut on the growing ears, and 
it is evident that tlie disease needs at¬ 
tention each season if the corn fields 
of following years are to be free from 
this troublesome difficulty. Probably 
the only way of getting rid of the trou¬ 
ble entirely is to gather the smut pus¬ 
tules before they break and scatter tlie 
spores. This work should lie done as 
soon as the trouble is noticed, going 
over tlie field two or three times dur¬ 
ing tlie summer and gathering the pus¬ 
tules carefully, then burning them. Iu 
this manner tlie disease will be grad¬ 
ually stamped out. It must be remem¬ 
bered. however, that if the spores are 
scattered over the field the crop of 
smut next year will be corresponding¬ 
ly greater. Spraying with Bordeaux 
mixture lias not been fruitful of re-

Waste Products on the Farm. 

The work done on the farm just be¬ 
fore the busy spring planting begins 
is very Important, if proper considera¬ 
tion is given the matter of saving that 
which is usually lost by inattention to 
details. Tbe great waste of unsalable 
farm products amounts to millions of 
dollars annually, for farmers do not 
seem to understand that it is not al¬ 
ways necessary to send produce away 
from the farms In order to find mar¬ 
kets. The farm is the best market, in 
fact, that a farmer can have, for if 
he keeps live stock he will be able to 
sell his raw products by converting 
them into the forms of meat, milk, 
butter and wool. The difficulty is that 
the waste products on the farms are 
not properly utilized. Oue product, 
that of corn fodder, lias been wasted 
for years, though now it is being 
put to use witli the aid of tlie shred¬ 
der, but it is In the manipulation and 
handling of the manure and weeds that 
the lessening -of expense occurs.

Cover Crops in Orchards. 

Instead of tlie usual cover crops In 
orchards some farmers prefer to have 
the land cultivated in summer, thus 
killing weeds aud permitting moisture 
and air to enter the soil, the stirring of 
the soil protecting the roots of trees. 
Late in the summer, about August or 
after danger of drought is over, clover 
is seeded and left until spring, the scar¬ 
let or crimson clover being preferred. 
If the land is left iu sod as a cover 
crop It is claimed that the demands of 
tue grass crop for moisture and plant 
food in summer injures the trees.

On Feb. 22, 181V», 
east and west Florida were ceded to 
the United States by treaty and pur¬ 
chase, Spain receiving $5,000,000.

Rust in Wheat. 

Rust iu wheat may be prevented by 
destroying the spores in the seed. One 
plan is to soak the seed in a solution 
made by dissolving a pound of sulphate 
of copper in ten gallons of hot water, 
allowing the seed to remain iu the solu¬ 
tion twenty-four hours, then drying the 
seed with fiue land plaster and sowing 
or drilling as soon as dry. Wheat that 
showed Indications of rust last year 
should be avoided, however, and new 
seed procured. It should also be plant¬ 
ed ou a different field from that ou 
which wheat was grown last year. 


Watch Growing Chicks. 

If one is in the poultry business iu 
earnest, with a view to making a profit 
from it. due attention must be paid to 
the growing chicks; not only to keep 
them in the best possible condition, but 
to know which are the most promising 
for future work, and to treat them ac¬ 
cordingly. If one has a number of 
chicks that are of better ancestry than 
the others, or chicks that are showing 
good growth, and bear the earmarks 
of good layers, they should be marked 
in some way to identify them.

In Mr. Stahlnecker’s plan, the center group of thirteen stars represents the 
thirteen original States at the time of the adoption of the Constitution. Around 
this group, in a circle, are twenty-three stars which represent the States which 
were admitted between that time and the close of the Civil Wnr, the group of 
thirteen and circle of twenty-three together representing the great seal of th» 
United States. These three great features are to be unchanged by any follow¬ 
ing events. The first event brought the flag into existence, the second made tha 
life of the nation more secure, and the great seal is indissolubly connected with 

The stars outside the circle of twenty-three represent the States which 
were admitted between the close of the Civil War and the Spanish-Amencaa 
war. This places two in each of the four corners and one midway on each side, 
the design ns a whole representing the union of States as they are at the present 
day. As New Mexico, Arizona, Indian Territory and Oklahoma come in, their 
stars may be placed in the extreme corners. Then, it Hawaii and Alaska are in 
time, also admitted, their stars may be placed midway on each side of the field, 
making an outside ring which, with those recently admitted and with the four 
territories which ask admittance, will inclose all the rest, making the whole de¬ 
sign beautiful, historical, symbolical and symmetrical.

MACHINE MADE TORCHON LACE. 

Austrian Iuventloii Imitates lland- 
Mmlc Product. 

Some fair Imitations of band-made 
lace are already manufactured by ma¬ 
chinery. A recent invention by an 
Austrian named Matitsch renders it 
possible to reproduce one more variety, 
known as torchon lace. The real ar¬ 
ticle is a moderately coarse but pretty 
lace and is used on garments which it 
is desirable to put through a laundry. 

Herr Matitsch, after being associated 
with tlie lace industry in Vienna and 
inventing a machine which did not give 
satisfactory results, went to Notting¬ 
ham, England, where lie perfected the 
model in 1899. It was then necessary 
I to make the jacquards for each pattern 
that it was desirable to produce. This 
part of tlie work was performed upon 
the Inventor’s return to Vienna. Hith 
erto it has been necessary to have a 
separate machine for each design. 
With the Matitsch machine it is only 
necessary to substitute one Jacquard 
for another, ns in weaving clotb. 

The inventor does not intend to or 
grrnize a company to make lace, says 
the New York Tribune, or even tlie pro¬ 
duction of more machines. Ho lias al¬ 
ready put nearly .8100,000 into his ex¬ 
periments and is now looking for 
company lo buy ills rights. Tlie Not¬ 
tingham lace manufacturers profess 
not to be disturbed by tlie prospect of 
competition and say that tlie Matitsch 
machine will injure French manufac¬ 
turers chiefly. In Vienna tlie papers 
; think that a now era in lace mnkihgjs 
ahead.
